New Law for Justice of the -P««c«. 


Under the Act of the Legislature 


passed at the session of J9J5 all per- 
sons elected at the election on No- 
vember 2nd to serve as justices of 
the peace must file an acceptance of 
the office and their intention to lift 
their commission with the prothono- 
tary within thirty days after the elec- 
tion. Failure to do so will disqualify 
them from getting a commission. 


Heretofore it was the duty of the 


prothontary to certify to the Secre- 
tary of the Common wealth, immedi- 
ately after the election, the names of 
all "persons elected justices of the 
peace within the county. 
Commis- 


sions for the same were then made 
out at the State Department and for- 
warded to the prothonotary. 
Ordi- 


narily about one-fourth of the com- 
missions were never lifted and the 
new law wlas passed to avoid the 
work of making out commissions 
that were not wanted. 


Under the new law the prothono- 


tary waits until the expiration of 
thirty days or until Dec. 2nd this 
year, and then certifies to the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth trie names 
of the men who have filed accept- 
ances and intend to lift their com- 
missions, and any who have been 
elected and fail to file an acceptance 
their office will be designated as va- 
cant and it will be up to the Gover- 
nor to appoint a man to fill the va- 
cancv

The 
Orchard 
Demonstrations, 


given by the Bureau of Zoology of 
the Department of Agriculture. Har- 
risburg, will commence on Monday, 
November 2pth, in several different 
counties of Pennsylvania, and will 
continue during the month of Decem- 
ber. State Zoologist Surface has so 
arranged the schedule that in every 
county there will be given practical 
demonstrations of methods of prun- 
ing and spraying trees, and other 
features of modern horticulture, by 
men particularly skilled and trained 
for this work. An important feature 
of the service is that for these dem- 
onstrations a temporary change has 
been made in the assignment of the 
demonstrating force, and at no meet- 
ing will the specialist in charge be 
the same person as the one who has

demonstrations 


there. Thus the public will have an 
opportunity to see and hear new 
men, and to see variations of meth- 
ods, and hear addresses on horticul- 
tural topics that are up-to-date.

gardless of weather. State Zoolo- 
gist Surface is planning to attend as 
many of these meetings as possible, 
and Secretary of Agriculture Patton 
will a?so be present at some of them.

ripecialirtla of the depurluiejut to tfive 
uuusual aUeutiou 
lu prepariug aud 


jjackiug tbeir birds for shipment, pur- 
ticularly jl tlie uuilci weather, which 
has beeu widely prevalent this au- 
tuuiu, eojjUiiueb. The poultry spew- 
ali-ts bay that the weather eouUitious 
iu uuajjy eectious have beeu very sim- 
ilar to those which prevailed iu the 
autuuiu of 1910 aud which, as poultry 
shippers will remember, proved dis- 
astrous to all packers who did uot 
diess, chin, aud pack properly. 


The .specialists, therefore, recoin- 


uieud the particular observauce of the 
following methods of handling dressed 
poultry, which are essential to a per- 
fect product at any time and are of 
vital importance whenever weather 
ouditious are unfavorable : 


1. Keep the holding batteries for 


your incoming stock clean, well aired, 
and free from vermin, aud see that tlie 
chickens have plenty of fresh water 
and plenty to eat. 


2. Dou't kill a chicken when the 


crop is full of feed. Give the chicken 
only water for 24 hours before it is 
killed. Food in the crop or in the in- 
testines of a dressed chicken causes 
loss of flavor and 
hastens decay, 


which more than oflsets any gram 
from extra weight. 


3. Good bleeding is absolutely es- 


sential to a good appearauce on the 
market ana retards decay. Circular 
61, Bureau of Chemistry, Department 
of Agriculture, explains 
the best 


methods of bleeding and loosening 
the feather muscles for dry picking, 


4. Hang the chicken by both feet 


while picking. Hanging by one leg 
spoils the shape of the bird. Picking 
on tbe lap gees the skin dirty and 
hastens decay. 


•5. Dry pick if possible. " Scaiding is 


particularly undesirable because it 
hastens decay. 


6. Chill every dressed bird until the 


body temperature is below 35° F. 
Kever pack or ship an imperfectly 
cbiiled bircl. More decay is due to 
imperfect cbill in s than to any other 
single factor in dressing. Dry chill, 
if possible. Chic-kens cooled in water 
Joss flavor, decay sooner, will not 
coid-store as satisfactorily as dry-chill- 
ed, and are in every way more unde- 
sirable on the market. Refrigerator 
cars will carry well-chilled goods in 
good eoucirion, but they can not chill 
warm, goods to a sufficiently low tem- 
perature. 


7. Pact in boxes or small 
kegs 


whenever possible. A large barrel 
mates an undesirable package, be- 
ause where poultry is packed in 
large masses tbe weight of the upper 
layers crushes the birds at the bottoai. 


5. .Line all packages with, parch- 


ment paper and cover the top of the 
poultry before the lid is put on. 


9. Wrap 
every head in suitable 


paper so that blood from one bird will 
not mar the appearance of another. 


10- Use only good refrigerator cars 


and see that they are in good order, 
lee and salt the car 2-1 hours before 
loading. The car, at tbe end of 24 
hours, should show a temperature be- 
low 40° P. at a point 4 feet above the 
floor and between the doors.

Sterilization of Dental Instruments. 
The possibility of the transmission 


of disease through the medium of den- 
tal instruments has probably been 
considered oy every occupant of the 
dentist's chair. It constitutes one of 
the fears with which 
a patieut is 


possessed the moment he adjusts 
himself for his period of treatment. 
Authoritative instauces of tbe convey- 
ance of eontagjou iu this manner are 
extremely rare, its frequency not be- 
ingdetermiuabie.. a!though."few will 
deny the possibilities of occurrences of 
tbis character. 


The list of organisms vrhieb may 


contaminate dental instruments is 
formidable, but this does not mean 
that tbe diseases of which they are 
the causative factors necessarily ensue 
if they are accidentally carried into 
tbe mouth.. Their presence upon den- 
tal instruments is, however, an indi- 
cation of what the surgeons call poor 
technique. In surgery poor technique 
Is usually attended with, disastrous 
results, but in dentistry errors of this 
character may produce no ill effects. 
In spite of this relative freedom from 
danger, dentists are determined that 
their methods shall equal the highest 
standards. 


Cleanliness should be the primary 


consideration ia all dental operations. 
Ttie white coat of the operator repre- 
sents more tnan comfort; it is the 
symbol of neatness 
Tiie dentist who 


works with 
unclean instruments, 


who provides soiled linen, or who 
places a common drinking glass be- 
fore bis patieut, should be judged ac 
cordingly. Fortunately the members 
of the profession who do these things 
are criticized and suffer from loss of 
patronage, so that there is a strong 
tendency on the part of dentists to 
maintain their surroundings above 
reproach. With the sterilization of 
instruments some carelessness may 
manifest itself, partly owing to the 
fact that many instruments are in- 
jured by such processes, are too com- 
plicated to be treated in this manner, 
or that the public- is not competent to 
detect errors of technique.

SELLING OF APPLES. 


Small Towns Outside Apple Belt 


Have Been Advantageously 


Exploited. 


Unfortunately, when the demand 


for annlcs is good, many growers and 
Backer's seem to feel that poor grad- 
ing is justified, and in such years 
there is a tendency to lower stand- 
ard-; /Utcnlion is called to the lact 
that no condition can justify any- 
thing but an honest pack. I' or a poor 
sn-adc and shoddy pack the producer 
ultimately must pay, although icmpo- 
rarilv the packer may receive an ad- 
vantage. Apples should be sold for 
just what they are according to the 
recognized grades. Whether or not 
the price may be high growers and 
dealers alike should adhere strictly 
to that policy. 


Under all conditions there are cer- 


tain 
fundamental 
processes^ 
that 


ought to be observed in preparing the 
crop for market if success is to be as- 
sured. 


The fruit 
should be picked and 


packed in such condition as to insure 
Jt against 
abnormal deterioration. 


With perishable varieties having a 
ripening season it is suggested that 
growers should not attempt to har- 
vest the crop at one picking, but 
rather should glean the trees for_only 
such fruit as is ready to come off. re- 
peating the process until the crop has 
been picked in uniform condition. The 
advantage is that the shipping period 
may begin earlier and last longer. 
thereby securing greater time for ef- 
fecting distribution. Furthermore, if 
all the fruit is harvested at the same 
time, it is to be remembered that 
shipments represent extreme _stages 
of maturity, ranging from ripe to 
green in the same package, and that 
.frequently toward the end of the sea- 
son" 
over-ripe condition of a portion 


of the crop may result from failure 
to pick first only what is in condi- 
tion for marketing. 


Careful handling from tree to car 


is necessary to prevent deterioration. 
It is not difficult to understand _vrhy a 
lot of fruit docs not arrive in the 
market it prime condition if it is 
picked and piled on the ground in the 
hot sun, placed in packages in a heat- 
ed condition, and finally hauled in 
ivagons without covers and springs 
over rough roads. With proper fa- 
cilities apples picked on hot 
days 


should not be packed until the- follow- 
ing day. For this purpose shelter 
should be provided in order that the 
fruit may be packed in a cool, dry 
condition. Groovers \vho have 
no 


packing sheds should either build 
them or arrange to use their ba_rn 
floors. The wagons should be equip- 
ped v.-ith springs and cover provided 
for the protection of the fruit from 
the weather. 


Culls and cider stock should be 


eliminated 
from the better grades 


and as far as possible diverted to 
cider mills, canneries, and evapora- 
tors. While in short-crop years there 
is a fair demand for low-class apples, 
still by filling the autumn markets 
with poor stocks, it is possible to ob- 
struct seriously the disposition of the 
standard grades, and force into cold 
storage larger quantities than the 
conditions may justify. 
In general, 


only long-keeping standard-pack ap- 
ples should be placed in the coolers. 
though it is frequently profitable to 
store for relatively short periods such 
sorts as Grimes. Wealthy and Jono- 
than. for withdrawal during autumn 
and early winter as the demand justi- 
fies. 
In packing fruits for storage. 


special care should be exercised to 
pick the fruit in sound condition. 
pack it carefully, and rush it into 
storage without delay. Such methods 
add materially to the life of the pro- 
duct. 


Owing to geographic location, some 


important 
apple-producing 
States 


have the natural advantage of an 
early season. It would * e folly for 
such States not to profit by that ad- 
vantage. It is possible for growers 
so situated to leave their crop on the 
trees until the period of greatest 
movement, and frequently in years 
past they have suffered great loss by 
doing so. 
The Southern States of 


the apple belt should begin early and 
market the greatest portion possible 
prior to the period of greatest move- 
ment. and thereby avoid competition 
with the producing areas of the 
northern belt. On the other hand. 
States that go to market latest should 
be in no hurry to rush the markets 
during: the period of greatest move- 
ment. In brief, the crop should he dis- 
tributed throughout the longest time 
possible, cold and dry storages being 
judiciously utilized for conservation. 


Small towns outside the apple belt 


are oitcn poorly supplied, even in 
large cror» years. 
Growers of the 


^lidnle Wc*i have taken advantage 
of this condition by srolnsr to such 
town« w:th cars of apples and scllinjr 
on the «rac<- In order to succeed v.-5tn

Of 


course, it would be impracticable for 
growers to organize upon the eve of 
crop 
movement, 
because 
-disaster 


would likely result as the conse- 
quence of too little iimc for perfect- 
ing business arrangements. However, 
in communities where co— -opei'ativc 
packing and selling acencics are ope- 
rated. the growers should <io all pos- 
sible to strengthen such exchanges 
with iheir palronace and counsel. The 
disloyalty of -nenbcrs is the chief 
clement of failure inko-opcrative cir- 
cles. and apple grovier<; are strongly 
urged to stand by their associations 
as the best -vay to solve the problems 
that are common to ail.

Curious Telegraph Linos. 


The most original telegraph line in 


the world once exi ended from La Plaz. 
the capital of Bolivia, to the neighbor- 
ing town of Oruro, a distance of about 
15G miles. There are no growing trees 
In this part of the world, and wood of 
any kind is so rare that the telegraph 
poles were made of the same material 
as the natives' household furniture— 
dried mud. The pillars were built on 
stone foundations and measured about 
five feet square at the base, with a 
tapering height of fifteen feet 
They 


were placed ubout 300 feet apart. An- 
other curious telegraph line was con- 
structed in Uganda by a British en- 
gineer, who transported growing trees 
to the roadside and used them as poles 
because he could not find any "dead" 
wood that would withstand the rav- 
ages of the white ants. 
In Dutch 


East India growing trees are also 
turned to account in this manner, but 
there a wire is stretched across the 
road between the trees on either side 
and the actual teiearaph line suspend- 
ed down the center. 


Fleas as Jumpers, 


The jumping powers of fleas have 


been much exaggerated, according to 
a bulletin on these insects issued by 
the department of agriculture. 
The 


species known as the human flea 
(Pules iriiians) is probably the best 
jumper. 
According to Mitzrnain. the 


maximum hoi izontal distance this spe- 
cies can jump is thirteen inches and 
the maximum vertical distance less 
than eight inciics. 


The question of the flea's jumping 


powers is of importance in connection 
with the spread of bubonic plague and 
other diseases of which this insect is 
the carrier. The Indian plague com- 
mission, which has investigated the 
habits ot tbe Indian rat flea, finds It£ 
maximum horizontal jump to be only 
five inches, while Mitzmnm records the 
maximum height to which it can jump 
as three and one-eighth inches. One 
species of flea, the -'sticktight," is near- 
ly incapable of jumping.

Rev. Henry Nailcigh Minnigh died 


at hij home on York street, last Fri- 
day as briefly announced in our last 
issue, aged 77 years, 7 months and 19 
days. He was the last member of 
his generation living in the county. 


With the death of Captain Minnigh 


the last member of tse only Gettys- 
burg company that saw service in the 
Battle of Gettysburg, residing here, 
is removed. He was in command of 
Company K, ist Pennsylvania infan- 
try during this battle, a military or- 
ganization that made a record during 
the' Civil War that was tne pride of 
the residents of that day and brought 
an 
everlasting 
admiration 
to 
the 


members of the companv. 


Mr. Minnigh was born on April 7, 


1838, near Gettysburg and spent the 
early years of his life on the farm of 
his father, later entering Gettysburg 
College. 
When he was a Junior in 


the school he discontinued his studies 
and became engaged in school teach- 
ing, which vocation he followed until 
the outbreak of the Civil War. 


Early in 1861, when clforts were 


made to raKe a company in Gettys- 
burg and the county. Mr. Minnigh 
enlisted as fourth sergeant. The or- 
ganization w?.« known as the "Adams 
Infantry'' and was commanded by 
Hon. Edward McPherson as captain; 
:t was mustered into service at West 
Chester on June IT. 1861. The per- 
sonnel of the command included men 
from Gettysburg and several county 
towns. When i; was mustered into

Company K of the ist Pennsylvania

The Company had a creditable rec- 


ord for the three years in which it

There are in Europe a number of 


petty 
kingdoms, 
principalities and 


dukedoms that in the various changes 
of the map which have occurred dur- 
ing ten or u dozen centuries have for 
one ca.ise or another been left out ol 
the great divisions. 
One of these i? 


the duchy of Iscaria. -which several 
centuries ago. on readjusting the bound- 
ary between Italy and Austria, be- 
came independent. It consists of sev- 
enteen square miles in a mountainous 
region, the capital. Arancon, lying in 
a beautiful valley in the center of the 
dukedom. This little state has always 
maintained all the ceremony of an em- 
pire- The dnke, being a reigning sov- 
ereign, associates on equal terms "with 
the crowned heads of the world.
